report that Kussia was out of tho war, 
Premier Koronsky in a public nddress 
today, .frankly denied tho statement. 
Ho inado an eloquent address In which 
he told .of tho present conditions in 
Russia and asked tho : United Stafes 
to assist his. country. 


He said: "Russia Is worn out by the 


long and strenuous results of the war 
but we are. a long ways from being 
out of it. Russia IB still in tho strug- 
gle and the people that say she Is not, 
have lost their minds." 


During tho address the Premier re- 


ferred to tho years that Russia has 
fought her campaign unassisted.with-

from Hamadlc today, says-in his ac- 
count ot the battle: 


"We. captured Ramadle today, and 


wllli It (ho whole Turkish garrison, 
including Us Commander, Amed Bey, , 
and a number of field guns, p'om poms 
and rifles.
